visit or place of timuHpnipnt aa he or she mn> 
have t,one to with the conseL-t of his or her 
parent, guardian or employer 


SECTION 2. It is hereby made the duty of 


the Constable of Reno Township to cause the 
bell of the Reno Engine House in be sounded 
eight times on each and every evening of the 
week at the hour of eight o'clock. 


SECTION 3 
Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor »nd upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a hn« not exceed- 
ing twenty (S20i dollars, or by imprisonment 
in the County Jail for a term not exceeding ten 
days or by both such line and imprisonment.

J. H. Kinkead, 'R. V. Borden, Frank 
Bojdeu and the officers of tbe Court, 
All these heard what was said and ap- 
preciated not only the matter bat man- 
ner of saying it. We appeal to them as 
to whether we mistated anything of the 
much that was so unbecomingly said 
from the Bench. 
Foi the sake of 


Justice and right to all, we suggest that 
" Citizen " interview these men, rather 
than permit his credulity to be imposed 
upon aa it hai been. He says " the 
Judge refuses to assume a potation 
which could be construed by any possi- 
bility into apologizing, in any shape' 
for the righteous scathing ho adminis- 
tered to that recreant jury." This as- 
sertion shows that " Citizen " has been 
near the throne, that his pen picture is 
the work of an interested artist, who 
would much rather paint, to please, 
from fancy, thau to fellow the outline of 
tbe model of truth. The stubborn fact 
if the Judge dare not deny by reason of 
the evidence against him that he did not 
aay what was reported in the JOURNAL, 
And much more. We never have been a 
friend to crime nor criminals. 
We 


have never attempted to throw even the 
yeil of charity over anything Frank 
Borden may have done. We have no 
personal nor political aspirations to 
serve in advising the public and two 
outraged juries what was said. and who 
said it. Our editorial comments were 
caused from a sense of duty. The press 
iB the avenue through which wr6ngs are 
sighted. It gives the wind that agi- 
tates and purifies the social, political 
and judicial world.

8. T. Wage on Chinese Clbeap Labor. 


(Cincinnati Enquirer.) 


Stephen T. Gage, a native of North- 


ern Ohio, has lived in California thirty- 
eight years. For the past fifteen years 
he has been connected with the Central 
and Southern Pacific Railroads, and ia 
now assistant to Mr. Stanford, President 
of the whole Pacific system of this 
coast. Brought up on a farm, Mr. Gage 
has a good practical knowledge of ag- 
ricultural matters, and especially of 
farming on this coast, and is now man- 
aging a farm of 35,000 acres. 
His 


railroad duties have forced upon him a 
knowledge of nearly every business or 
industry on the Pacifle Slope, including 
mining, for he was actively engaged in 
that for years. But, above all, Mr. 
Gage is an honest man, and whether 
right or wrong, believes in all things 
which he advocates. Being a man of 
good sense* his conclusions on matters 
outside of railroad affairs are accepted 
by those who know him as sound and 
worthy of consideration. Such a man 
with his wide experience, cannot but 
have sound opinions on the Chinese 
question, the one subject; which is of 
more importance to the people of the 
Pacific Coast than all other economic 
questions. Ha says: 


I am opposed to Chinese Immigration 


because on an even keel the white man 
cannot compete with him in any of the 
pursuits requiring physical labor. I 
have made a comparative study of the 
v/hite and Chinese working people in 
every avocation. I have never seen a 
Chinaman who could not read and write 
in his own language. 
They are the 


now most docile people up to a cer- 
tain point in their employment, and that 
point is where they believe they have 
acquired sufficient knowledge of the 
business at which they are employed to 
carry it on themaelvas. They are an 
imitative race, bat tlnty originate noth- 
ing, as is shown by the fact thai their 
whole civilisation stands where it cer- 
tainly was 1,000 years ago, barring the 
innovations forced upon them by other 
nations. 


The degradation of white labor is 


therefore a natural sequence of compe- 
tition with this class of persons, and I 
think that any observer will soon see 
that the introduction of Chinese in Cal- 
ifornia has established in thirty years as 
distinct a line of deinarkation between 
labor and capital as slavery did in the 
240 years of its existence in the old 
States, with the disadvantage here of 
there being fewer restraints of all kinda 
on the aristocratic element 
Less than 


five hundred men own fully one-half the 
property of this great State, and they 
are able to retain their vast estates be- 
cause of the presence of the Chinese 
laborer and at the same time pay less than 
half the taxes. In thirty years we have 
made this vast gulf between tbe two 
classes, and, while tha products of all 
the rest of the country are based upon 
the labor of property-consuming white 
men, tha products of California repre- 
sent the low wages of the Chinese, for 
•very white producer who employs only 
bis own labor must compete with them 
in the various markets. Tbe employer 
of Chinese starts with an advantage over 
the person whose marketable products 
are the results of his own labor. 


Practical illustrations of this fact are 


visible on every hand. Take gardening, 
for instance, and the sale of vegetables. 
The large gardener, paying sixty cents 
per day to the Chinese laborer, who 
boards himself, can afford to Bell to the 
peddler for less than the ordinary white 
man can afford to produce vegetables. 
This would seem to give the poor white 
man a chance to monopolize the retail- 
ing of vegetables, in case tbe Chinese- 
employing gardener did not chose to do 
it himself. But if yon look out of the 
window you will notice more than a 
dozen Chinese 
vegetable 
peddlers, 


whose outfit consists of two baskets and 
a light stick. At one time we weighed 
all of these baskets on oar ferries, and 
found that tbe average weight of vegeta- 
bles which one Chinaman carries is 250 
pounds. A white man could not move 
this quantity of vegetables without a 
horse and wagon. A horse and wagon 
of the worst sort represents an expendi- 
ture of not less than $100. 
To this must 


be added the feed and care of tbe horse, 
shoeing, stable rent, aud repairs to 
wagon and harness. To make cost, the 
owner of the horse and wagon most 
make at least $1 per day of profit. If 
he lives, or has any family, he must 
make at least $2 per day. ^be China- 
man can sell at a less price and make 
tha same net profit that the white man 
can. If he makes but fifty cents per 
day profit he has at least thirty cents to 
lay by. 


The Restriction Act was a godsend to 


the resident Chinese, if it had been car- 
ried out as Congress intended it. Last 
year when the current seemed to be 
going from us, the Chinese harvest hand 
advanced his wages from $1 to $1 50, 
and in some cases to $2. But this year, 
with the tide flowing this way again, the 
wages went down, to the point at which 
no white man could earn enough to pay 
for bread and decent clothes. And this 
is true of every line of labor. This leads 
me to the question which lias for some 
years prevented immigration to this 
State, and will continue to prevent it so 
long as the stream of Chinese labor 
poors in upon as. Except the railroad 
grants and the title Government land 


now subject to entrjs as I said before, 
five hundred men own one-half the agri- 
cultural lands of the State. So long as 
these men can compete with the other 
half of the land-owners, with this cheap 
labor, they 
•will never subdivide their 


immense tracts of land, or part with 
them at a price •which would allow the 
ordinary farmer to make a living off of 
them by his own labor. It is a settled 
principle of political economy that a 
community which is a consumer is also 
a producer. A Cninese population is 
not a consuming population. In other 
words, if the hundred thousand Chinese 
laborers were whites, they would con- 
sume at least three times as much as the 
Chinese do, and thua create a, local de-

At least two-thirds of the clothing and' 
personal effects of the Chinese are 
brought from China, so that we can say 
that practically they add nothing to the 
•wealth of the State by their consiwnp- 
tion, and all the wages paid them for 
their labor is sent out of the country. 


The Asiatic civilization may be higher 
than oars. I d'on't care how they class 
it, but it will not amalgamate with, ours, 
nor can people with our civilization live 
under it. 
We have passed the point 


which the frumers of the Constitution 
had in view when thay invited tbe op- 
pressed of nil nations to beplc an abylum 
on our shores. We are now bound to 
protect our own people, and while we 
maintain free schools and teach our 
children to use luxuries unknown to the 
Asiatics we must not expect them to 
compete in the raoe of life -with a cl ass 
of toilers who can subsist on wliat would 
not have fed and clothed a s>lave m the 
Cotton States. If the railroads are to 
prosper they must have a consuming 
and, consequently, a productive popu- 
lation, and this cannot be until we are 
rid of the Chinese laborers.

In this way he finds invest- 
ment for his immense and rapidly ac- 
cumulating fortune which naturally he 
does not want to always keep in mines.
